He can be secured then, pointed out 
Mr. Oglesby, because he is to speak 
at an 8 o’clock public mass meeting 
in the high school auditorium follow- 
ing this session. The subject of his 
public address is, ‘“Technocracy and 
the Industrial Future.” 

Mr. Blanchard has been affiliated 
with labor groups for several years, 
is an author and now comes to Santa 
Ana as a representative of the 
League for Industrial Democracy. His 

'Y” address will include a discussion 
of the meaning of poverty, the intel- 
ligent distribution of leisure, ‘ and 
where American industry is headed. 

Following the talk, he will be ques- 
tioned by those present in accord- 
ance with the usual “Y” custom. Mr. 
Oglesby says that Mr. Blanchard was 
here several years ago and was well

“The Paradox of Plenty’, by Har- 
per Leech, is a book dealing with the 
answering of the ever present ques- 
tion: “Why are American people pos- 
sessed of the physical means of 
achieving and maintaining a standard 
of living never before attainable by 
mankind, unable to prevent unem- 
ployment and misery?” It offers no 
panacea for social and economic ills, 
but it points out needed changes in 
our credit and commerce system. 

“This Country of Yours”, by Mor- 
ris Markey, is one of the first books 
to examine the American people ob- 
jectively in their natural environ- 
ment by gathering together the opin- 
ions of all types of people upon a 
great variety of subjects. 

: “Humanity Uprooted,” by Maurice 
Hindus, is a book dealing with the 
plight of the people of Russia. Mr. 
Hindus is very familiar with the life 
of the Russian people and is able to 
present their problems in a somewhat 
different light than has heretofore 
been published. 

“Titans of Literature,’’ by Rascoe, 
is a book that should interest all 
lovers of great masterpieces of writ-

Season Tickets On Sale At

Initiating a series of popular 
science lectures, Professor Robert A. 
Milikan will speak in the High School 
auditorium March 8rd for the benefit 
of the Caltech Student Loan Fund 
committee, 

Season tickets will sell for $2. for 
adults and $1. for students. Single 
admission tickets will be sold for 
50 cents each. 

That there is much expense in- 
volved in bringing the speakers to 
Santa Ana was pointed out by D. K. 
Hammond, junior college president, 
but he said that all money taken in 
will be used to send Orange County 
students to Caltech. The speakers 
will be paid individually for their ser- 
vices. All money will be apportioned 
by university authorities, who will 
try to give it to those students of 
high scholastic standing, but who are 
in need of financial assistance. 

Professor Hubble, one of the speak- 
ers, will bring with him Professor 
Albert Einstein, with whom he has 
collaborated on several projects. 
Professor Einstein will not make a 
lengthly address, but will probably 
give a brief introductory talk, i ie 
Mr. Hammond. 

Following the lecture March ‘era 
there will be other talks on ‘March 
17, 31, April 14, 28, and May 18th. 

Mr. Hammond urges that all stu- 
dents and parents attend as many of 
these lectures as possible, because it 
is possible to learn here first hand 
accurate information about the soc- 
ial and economic crisis.

El Don Now Bi-Weekly 


Beginning with this issue El] Don will be published semi- 
monthly, and will be distributed on alternate Fridays. 

This action was deemed necessary by the Board of _Edu- 
cation in it’s financial rentrenchment program. 

True, the advertising in El Don has fallen off appallingly 
but so have the expenses of printing the paper. Not only has 
the price of paper been lowered, but the print shop staff, that 
is the paid employees, have been put on a four day week, with 
thei pay reduced accordingly. 

We clearly understand the necessity of strict economy un- 
der present circumstances, but there is always just as great an 
extreme one way as another. 

The saving effected by the sémi-monthly publication is the 
veriest “drop in the bucket” compared with the total amount 
necessary and could easily be made up in other departments 
and ways without in the least affecting the efficiency of the 
school, as this plan does. 

Let us not forget that when each member of the Associa- 
ated Students was‘sold a student ticket that organization pro- 
mised, as a part of the tickets redemption, delivery of El Don 
EACH WEEK. 

If the paper is published bi-weekly all through the semes- 
ter each member of the Associated Students is rightfully en- 
titled to a 25 cent refund as one dollar of his ticket was for a 
subscription to El Don for the full school year. 

On the face this does not seem much but let us compare 
it with the saving effected by the new plan. 

Each issue of the paper costs approximately 30 dollars. 
There will be nine issues cancelled. At 30 dollars for each one 
the saving will amount to 270 dollars. 

Basing the Associated Student membership at 450, and a 
refund of 25 cents to each one, there will be a total refund of 
112 dollars and 50 cents. The gross saving less the refund 
leaves a net saving of 157 dollars and 50 cents; a neglible sav- 
ing when one is dealing in thousands of dollars. 

Another trouble is that the Associated Student organiza- 
tion makes up the difference, thereby necessitating further cur- 


,tailment of school activities, already budgeted and promised, 


so we not only lose on the paper, but in all other activities as 
well. j
